OTTAWA (CP) — A federal mediator was 
appointed Thursday to try to find a way out of the 
deadlocked postal dispute. 

Even before the appointment as mediator of A. 
W. R. Carrothers, president of the University of 
Calgary, a top treasury board official indicated there 
may be little leeway in the government position on 
postal wages, a key issue. 

Peter Connell deputy secretary of the treasury 
board, which is responsible for negotiations with 
public servants, said that if a mediator tries to get 
the government to abandon all wage restraints, “he 
will have a difficult time.” 

Meantime, negotiators for 
the two postal unions which 
have begun a series of 
J rotating strikes in cities 
across Canada, stood firm on 
their demands on wage and 
job security. On both key 
issues the negotiators remain 
miles apart.

Braces Aid Healing 


By G. C. THOSTESON. M.D. 

Dear Dr. Tkoatesoa: My 11- 

year-old daughter has Osgood- 
Schlatters disease. What 
causes this and how common 
is It? 

How much should I restrict 
her activities? Can too much 
activity cause permanent 
damage? Does a child “out¬ 
grow" this disease when 
reaching full growth? Does 
the seventy vary from person 
to person? — R. W. 

That ailment (and Legge- 
Perthes disease, too) is a 
necrosis of bone from inter¬ 
ference with the circulation, 
but the cause behind that is 
not known. 

Both disease* are infre¬ 
quent enough *o people never 
seem to be familiar with 
them — and common enough 
so that every few months I 
have to discuss them again. 

A c tivity •*- particularly 
weight-bearing — has to be 
restricted until the circulation 
corrects itself and the 
affected bone becomes strong 
again. Otherwise permanent 
damage can result. 


Casts, braces, even confine¬ 
ment to wheelchairs, may be 
used, depending on severity of 
the individual case. It may 
take several months, even a 
couple of years, but the 
condition will correct itself 
without lasting effects. Child¬ 
ren in that way “outgrow" 
the trouble long before they 
reach full growth. Just follow 
your doctor's orders explicity 
on limitation of activity. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please 
write an article on skin 
cancer. Is it curable? I have 
a very dear relative who has 
just been told she has skin 
cancer on her face. — Mrs. 
F. O. 


Skin cancer Is the most 
curable of all kinds of cancer 
There really isn't much diffi¬ 
culty in curing cancer if it is 
found soon enough, and skin 
cancer can be found early 
because it can be seen. (With 
Pap smear, cancer of the 
cervix ia now very highly 


curable, because the *mear 
test detects it very early.) 

You see, cancer is a matter 
of cells starting to "go wild." 
They begin multiplying much 
more rapidly than normal 
cells, so in time a lump or 
growth of some sort develops. 

Then it continues to grow, 
and crowd the normal tissues 
around it. and finally spread 
into those neighboring tissues. 
L.‘.‘ei\ the cancer can even 
soread to far-distant parts of 
the body. 

But when the cancer, or 
nest of "wild" cells, is 
discovered early, this 
abnormal tissue can be re¬ 
moved. and along with it the 
danger of spreading. 

If. as is likely, your re¬ 
lative's cancer (being on the 
face) has been discovered in 
its early stages, there is 
every prospect that it can be 
removed successfully and that 
will be the end of it. 

But if he had known for a 
long time that something was 
growing on her face and she 
didn't tell the doctor, that 
could be another matter.

TF VANCOUVER POUCEMEN believe they may 
1 need riot sticks and helmets at some time in the 
future the city would be wise to provide them. As 
Alderman Halford Wilson says, if such equipment 
is necessary “I am quite satisfied our police 
department will use them with the same restraint 
they use the pistols in their possession.” 

Moreover the police are in the best position to 
judge whether they need such tools of the trade or 
not. 

It is they, after all, who would have to face 
violence in the streets if it occurs. And it would be 
unwise to say it can’t happen here. Montreal's 
experience of last October should serve as a 
warning. 

A British member of Parliament, Eldon 
Griffiths, recently warned of “new elements now 
taking part in the revolt against authority." 

"The poor bloody infantry of protest,” he 
maintained, "are the students, the hippies and the 
drop-outs; but behind them, often without the 
Knowledge of these political innocents are much 
more sinister forces: anarchists, Maoists and 
Trotskyites whose avowed intention is to bring 
down our society by corruption, subversion and 
force.” 

Aid. Wilson was saying much the same thing 
when he referred to the trouble-making elements 


of society which have been clearly identified in 
Vancouver. They Include those who led and 
participated in the crazy "invasion” of Blaine, 
Wash., on May 9. 

Aid. Arthur Phillips argues that by providing 
the policemen with the gear they feel they need the 
authorities would be provoking some sort of 
retaliation from “minority groups looking for 
trouble.” 

This is hardly acceptable. People who are 
looking for trouble, it would seem, are more likely 
to find it or create It in the areas where authority 
is not adequately prepared to meet it 

It is perfectly true that riot weapons are 
no cure for the lamentable unrest In the society. 
They would not necessarily be a means of 
preventing violence, either. But at least they would 
be a help in controlling it. 

The best argument of all is the simple fact 
that the policemen themselves think it is necessary 
to provide them with riot sticks and helmets for 
their own protection, as well as the public’s. 

It would be unwise and incautious not to heed 
such a warning, particularly when the police union 
has bluntly advised Its members to refuse to face a 
riot situation without the equipment recommended. 
The alternative, as the union probably recognizes, 
could be the use of firearms. And such a risk, 
however slight, is simply not acceptable. 


SSrjj 
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An Offensive-Mail Barrier 




C OMMUNICATIONS MINISTER Eric Kierans 
has made amply clear that the post office 
under his command is not in sympathy with people 
who object to receiving “junk mail.” 

In a speech early this month to the Canadian 
Direct Mail Association, for instance, he referred 
to “the often-held notion that all direct mail 
promotions constitute unwelcome mail, and that 
•the post office should do something abut it’." 

It interested him, he said, “that although most 
people profess to prefer newspapers and television 
without advertisements or commercials, most 
realize instinctively that such advertisements largely 
defray the cost of the media itself (sic). While I 
cannot in honesty say that direct mail makes the 
same relative contribution to the post office, there 
is no doubt in my mind that without direct mail 
promotions, the cost of all other mail to the 
general public would be higher.... 

"Provided the quality of your mailings meets 
acceptable standards in terms of esthetics and good 
taste, and provided you do not allow fraudulent 
operators to give your industry a bad name, there 
is no way that the post office can, or would want to 
judge what the average householder should 
receive. The very people who complain loudest 
about direct mail would doubtless be the first to 


complain about an infringement of personal liberty 
if we were to in effect, censor his mail. The next 
step would logically be a refusal by the post office 
to .deliver magazines or newspapers because they 
contain advertising material which some sub¬ 
scribers found distasteful or unnecessary... 

Fair enough, perhaps, although it must be 
observed that there is a great difference between 
solicited and unsolicited mail. But — without any 
post office censorship — a lot of Canadians would 
be happier if thev could have the advantage of a

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British Historian Debunks Exploits of Drake and Nelson

Army Did the Work hut Navy Got the Glory 


Some of Britain’s most cherished myths about 
bygone battles have been put to the sword by a 
combative military historian who believes the 
island race has over-estimated many of its naval 
exploits at the expense of its often-forgotten army. 

Drake and Nelson are two of the maritime heroes whose 
pedestals are rudely shaken by CorreHi Barnett in bis new 
book Britain and Her Army, published here by Allen Lane, 
The Penguin Press. 

Drake's exploits on the Spanish Main were "strategically 
meaningless" in England's 18th century war against Spain, 
says B«rnett. What really counted were the "years of dreary 
campaigning” in the muddy ptains of northeast Europe where 
a "now almost forgotten English army fought and endured." 

Nelson’s famous 1805 victory at Trafalgar was useful to 
relieve British anxiety about invasion, but not really 
necessary otherwise, says Barnett, since Napoleon had 
already decided to abandon his attempt to invade. 


Barnett, whose 500-page book covers history from 
Henry VTU's military adventures to the present Labor 
government's drastic reshaping of defence, says toe defeat of 
the Spanish Armada in 1588 — "a swift and splendid 
deliverance from invasion”—gave birth to the English belief 
that decisive sea victories could be won against continental 
powers. 

"The war with Spain created the most seductive and 
enduring of English myths, the myth of sea power ... it was 
toe Elizabethan seadogs who created the fallacious and 
perpetual belief that the navy could enable England always to 
win great continental wars cheaply and painlessly.” 

★ ★ * 

Naval power came into its own in the struggles for colon¬ 
ial advantage, says Barnett, but when it came to c life-or- 
death struggle In Europe, the sea battles were "barren of de¬ 
cisive esult and not very successful in execution." 

Elsewhere in the book Barnett, who has already made his 
name with literary and television studies of tt» First World

War. throws a small grenade Into the popular conception of 
Field Marshal Ear! Haig, the British commander-in-chief, as 
a bungling fool who needlessly sacrificed great waves of men 
in usually futile attempts to break through the German lines. 

The length of the war and its terrible human cost, he 
says, were “the inevitable results of toe collision of two 
roughly equal coalitions of industrial nations intent on 
outright victory." 

Barnett describes Haig as shrewd, open-minded and 
toonxighly versed in his profession. He says a fair criticism 
would be that Haig was “too permissive." 

"He tended to accede to the advice of his army 
commanders and specialist advisers, who in fact proved more 
often wrong than he.” 


Barnett considers this was particularly true in the case of 
the tragic Passchendaele offensive on 1917. Haig "relied too 
much op over-optimistic accounts of German weakness and 
moral decline fed him by his intelligence department and 
perhaps over-estimated the powers of his own army, fine 
though it was." 

* * * 

In th« tormenting years of imperial withdrawal after 
1945, however, Barnett has nothing but praise for the role 
played by the British army, often left with the messy and 
unpleasant task of dealing with terrorists and riots while the 
politicians dithered at Westminster over independence terms. 

As the army had won the empire, so now it covered its 
collapse with a semblance of dignity. 

“And when at last the British had gone, from country 
after country, it was found that the British army was the 
only British institution to leave a permanent mark —- the 
mark of order and organization amid a carnival of collapsing 
parliamentary government.”

Latin America appears 
headed on a collision course 
with the United States and 
the Soviet Union over the 
question of territorial waters 
and fishing rights. 


Following a five-day meet¬ 
ing in the Uruguyan capital of 
Montevideo, nine Latin na¬ 
tions reaffirmed their rights 
to sovereignty over a 200-mile 
offshore limit and agreed to 
present a united front in any 
international discussions on 
the subject. 

The United States and the 


Soviet Union believe no coun¬ 
try should extend its ter¬ 
ritorial waters beyond 12 
miles. 

The two nations have been 
engaged in bilateral discus¬ 
sions with the Latin Ameri¬ 
cans about this problem. Both 
are seeking a United Nations 
conference which would ap¬ 


prove the principle of the 12- 
mile limit. 

The trend in Latin America 
has been in the opposite 
direction. Following the dec¬ 
laration of a 200-mile limit by 
the Pacific nations of Chile 
and Peru in 1947, Ecuador.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - 
Art PoUard, 43, a late-comer 
to btg-time auto racing, said 
Thursday he expects to be¬ 
come the first grandfather to 
win the $825,000 Indianapolis 
500-mile auto race 
Marking time in his garage 
48 hours before the start of 
the race, Pollard said: 

"Most other athletes lose 
their desire to compete, to 
win, after they reach 40. 
There are the Hogans and the 
Sneads in golf, who can still 


hit a ball out of sight, but fall 
off in their putting. They may 
not have lost the desire but 
they certainly are no longer 
competitive with the young 
lions of their sport. 

‘‘I haven't reached that 
point yet; in fact, I feel I'm 
just reaching my prime. I 
have more desire now that 
when I got into a race car the 
first time in 1955, when the 
Hogans and the Sneads were 
at the top. 

“And for goodness sakes, 


there is a heck of a lot of 
difference in driving a race 
car and hitting a golf ball." 

The former modified stock 
car champion from Medford, 
Ore., is unlike most of the 33 
starters in the 54th Indian¬ 
apolis 500 lineup. Aside from 
his age. he is part owner of 
the firm that pays the bill for 
his racing operation. 

Pollard's cars are spon¬ 
sored by a firm that fran¬ 
chises carwash systems bear¬ 
ing his name. 


"Our operation on USCA's 
championship- trail this year 
will cost about $400,000,” 
Pollard said. "So we'd have 
to win two races the size of 
Indianapolis just to pay the 
bills." 


PoUard brought three new 
cars designed by veteran 
mechanic Grant King, form¬ 
erly of Victoria, to Indian¬ 
apolis. The husky 200-pounder 
qualified one car on the 
outside of the second row at 
168.595 miles an hour. 


Greg Weld, 26. a rookie 
from Kansas City, put- the 
other car in 28th starting 
position at 166.121 m.p.h. The 
third machine, powered like 
the others by a turbocharged 
Offenhauiter engine, was held 
in reserve. 


PoUard, making only his 
third start at Indy, figures 
there are 10 drivers that rate 
about an equal chance of 
winning. 


In addition to himself, he 


lists front-row starters A1 
linger, A. J. Foyt. and Johnny 
Rutherford; his own second- 
row mates, Roger MeCluskey 
and Mark Donahue; 1968 
winner Bobby Unser and 1969 
champion Mario Andretti; 
Lloyd Ruby, who starts in 
25th position, and Jack Brab¬ 
ham, who starts in 26th place. 

"I expect all of them to 
charge from the flag, and to 
protect my own position I’m 
going to be forced to charge 
with them," Pollard said.

The seventh day of the trial in 
Flood’s $3,000,000 anti-trust suit 
against baseball was given over 
to the cross examination of 
Kuhn, first defence witness. The 
trial will be resumed Monday 
after a weekend holiday recess. 

Charles (Chub) Feeney, presi¬ 
dent of the National League, is 
the next scheduled witness. 

Flood, former St. Louis Cardi¬ 


nal centre fielder who refuted 
to accept his trade to Philadel¬ 
phia Phillies last winter, Is chal¬ 
lenging the reserve system by 
which a player is bound to a 
club for life by an annual option 
to renew his contract 

The commissioner maintained 
the reserve system is an evolv¬ 
ing system with many changes 
over the years and more to be 
expected in the future. 

Asked whether baseball could 


survive If owners and players 
should agree to free all players 
after five years to bargain for 
their services, Kuhn said the 
question was hypothetical and 
added, ‘1 do not anticipate any 
such result.”

A judge, for 
Instance, may seem a model 
of rationality but “tell him 
you think he's wrong, or an 1 
asa, and see what his decision 
will be.” 

Closed Shop 

Ginter said he had to break 
through a "closed shop" to 
get Canadian construction 
contracts, and American con¬ 
tractors ganged up on him 
when he operated in the U.S. 
He was bitterly critical of the 
B.C and Canadian govern¬ 
ments, the CNR, and “politi¬ 
cal slush funds” by which 
cerain big operators obtained 
contracts. 

"Show me what American 
contractor ever lost a penny In 
Canada." he said. "American 
companies get contracts in 
Canada and laugh about it, 
saying they set prices. 

"I think we need to set up 
an investigating commission 
to look into some of these 
goings-on. Somebody that's 
going to do a thorough job 
and not spend a lifetime doing 

Ginter, who now has moved 
into mining, also whacked at 
| union leaders, demanding 


what qualifications they can 
produce for their decisions on 
pay demands and strikes. Ha 
charged that if Canadian 
woods operators, for instance, 
are invading markets of 
American competitors, the 
U.S. bosses call in the unions 
and promote a strike in 
Canada.

"We go out cm strike, the 
Americans get their market. 
Then when the unions go back 
to the American operators, 
they can point to good profita 
and demand a few bucks.” 

Ginter listed a litany of 
grievances involving govern¬ 
ments and what he termed 


monopoly practices, which 
had consumed much energy 
end time and he declared; 

"We have a country to be 
pr-'ud of but it makes you 
wonder la we really can be 
proud when you have to go 
to so much effort simply to 
use your ability construct¬ 
ively.” 

Ginter has few kind words 
now for the B.C. Social Credit 
government with which for 
years he had a stormy love 
affair, obtaining fat road 
construction rort r acts *r.m 
the highway department 
under Philip Gaglard. an 
active churchman as well as 
politician. 

"Ginter, Gaglardi and God” 


became the name of a 
mythical construction com¬ 
pany, dreamed up by a 
"Jealousy clique” in the 
trade, he recalled with a tight 
grin. 

But when Gaglardi left the 
highways department, “you 
didn’t bear Ginter or God 
mentioned.” 

"I’m often tokl I oan't take 
it with me.

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Thinkers Seek 
UN Power 
For Stability

UNITED NATIONS (CP) — Eighteen thinkers 
concluded a three-day conference Thursday with the 
optimistic, if rather qualified, view that solution to 
the world’s many problems are “well within human 
capability." 

The conference, which met 
under the chairmanship of 
former prime minister Lester 
Pearson of Canada, concurred 
on a letter to Secretary- 
Oneral U Thant that said 
•'human existence In this 
planet is in jeopardy." 

But then it said: 

*'0ur mood is sombre but 
not despairing .... 

"We are confident that a 
world oan be created in which 
all peoples may lead lives 
free from the threat of man¬ 
made holocaust, free from 
hunger, disease and home- 
icssneas, free from environ¬ 
mental menace we have 
brought upon ourselves." 

The letter said the UN is 
the central organization that 
can bring about the necessary 
changes in the world and 
gave some thoughts on how it 
can be strengthened. 

It said that at present “it 
has not been empowered to 
create a situation of stability 
and security on this earth or 
to put an end to the arms 
race." 


FOR GARDENS 


Pearson told a news confer¬ 
ence the scientists, politi¬ 
cians, government officials 
from East, West and non- 
aligned countries do not 
necessarily concur with all 
the contents of the letter. But 
they did agree that it be sent 
to Thant over Pearson's sig¬ 
nature as chairman of the 
conference. 

A theme that keeps crop¬ 
ping up in the letter is the 
need for countries to give up 
some national sovereignty in 
the interests of making the 
UN more effective. Some of 
the thinkers talked of world 
government. 

Pearson, asked his conclu¬ 
sions of the closed meetings, 
put it this way: 

“We should work much 
harder in the next 25 years to 
bring about international in¬ 
stitutions through the UN that 
would have sufficient author¬ 
ity to be effective in remov¬ 
ing conflict and removing 
conditions that make con¬ 
flicts."

A new main branch library

The plan, based on the 
concept that the entire region 
south of the Malshat will 
become part of the library 
system, is currently being 
studied by members of the 
Greeter Victoria library 
board who are engaged In 
preparing their own five-year 
report for submission to the 
provincial Library Develop¬ 
ment Commission. 


• Immediate appointment 
of a director for the library 
system who will have re¬ 
sponsibility for “over-all di¬ 
rection of the present sys¬ 
tem.”

• Appointment of an as¬ 
sistant librarian who would 
assume the responsibilities of 
file main branch under the 
director. 

• Addition of technologi¬ 
cal innovations such as copy¬ 
ing machines, microforms. 


microreaders’ reader-printers 
and telex. 

• Use of a computer- 
printed catalogue of holdings. 

• Production by the li¬ 
brary board of a written 
statement of its function, 
sphere of influence and re¬ 
sponsibilities to the public. 

• Appointment of a pub¬ 
lic relations agent. 

• Rejection of the con¬ 
cept of establishing branch 
libraries in schools. 

• Appointment of at least 


one full-time librarian for 
each branch library. 

• Investigation of the 
possibility of annually mailing 
library borrower cards to 
every registered voter in the 
Greater Victoria area.

• That the library board 
try to end the 1966 agreement 
governing its financing. 

• That the library be 
registered as a charitable 
organization within the defini¬ 
tion of the Income Tax Act.

In giving hit judgment, the

After an hour’s debate, 
Victoria city council Thursday 
approved a $3,700 feasibility 
study of converting the Crys¬ 
tal Garden into a convention 
centre. 

Aid. Clyde Savage said the 
city engineer had told him 
that the building was "in 
excellent shape." It was 
structurally sound with the 
exception of some alterations 
that had to be done. 

“I think the building would 
be perfect for a convention 
centre," Savage said. 


were only possible at huge 
expenses to the city," he said. 

“It seems that nobody is 
interested in building a con¬ 
vention centre, and I believe 
the city must take the 
initiative. If we built a 
convention centre, we'd also 
do something for the business 
community," Savage said.

Aid. Hugh Ramsay told 
council he favored the study, 
but he had reservations about 
the conversion of the Crystal 
Garden into a convention 
centre. 

"It would appear that pri¬ 
vate capital can't or won t 
build a convention centre, so 
we must. It's ridiculous that a 
little town like Penticton can 
attract millions of dollars in 
convention revenue while we 


"The Crystal Garden is one 
of Victoria's landmarks, and 
sometimes we are in too 
much of a hurry to demolish 
such buildings. I think the 
people would like us to 
preserve the Crystal Gar¬ 
den,” he said. 


"If we leave the site alone, 
it will undoubtedly fit into 
some future development. I'd 
rather give private enterprise 
$500,000 in cash with no 
strings attached to build a 
centre." 

Aid. Harold Olafson said he 
had grave doubts as to the 
and again they were 100 per 
cent behind the idea of 
building a convention centre, 
but they had never put their 
money where their mouth 
was. 

"If we convert the Crystal 
into a convention centre, we 
will see another hotel going 
up in a very short time. In 
fact. I think our initial step 
would trigger additional busi¬ 
ness in the entire district,” he 
said.

Regular unions say that 
under no circumstances would 
they bind their members to a 
five-year agreement. Most try 
for one and two-year con¬ 
tracts.

BANFF Alta, (CP) — Can¬

judice, George Clutesi, a 
native artist from Port Al- 
bemi, B.C., said Wednesday. 

Clutesi was addressing a 
session of the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Indian and 
Eskimo Education. Youth 
leaders in the audience told 
him that older people had 
"shot down” and youths' 
moves to confront white rac¬ 
ism. 

"Anything that is good will 
meet a lot of opposition,” 
Clutesi told the young people. 

“We have loat, almost en- 
11 r e 1 y, communication be¬ 
tween father and son, and it 
is up to us older fellows, as 
fathers and uncles, to try 
everything in our power to 
regain that communication." 

The young people asked 
repeatedly for advice and 
assistance from their elders 
at the conference, especially 
for aid in re-discovering their 
race's history. 

Chief Dan George of Van¬ 
couver told the conference 
that Indian people in Canada 
should have no hesitation in 
demanding special rights and 
•tatus in society. 

He said Indian people are 
owed special treatment by 
white society. 

"We are a special people 
with special rights, status and 
treaties but we do not thank 
the white man, because we 
paid for them. 

"We paid and paid until we 
became a beaten race, pov¬ 
erty stricken and conquered.” 

But he also urged them to 
adopt the tools of white 
society to “rebuild our 
society.” 

"Get an education and take 
your place in society. That's 
the advice I give to all Indian 
children in Canada." 

One of the problems with 
the older generation of In¬ 
dians is that they had to 
move from the stonfc age to 
the atomic age in a lifetime. 
George said. 

”1 was bom in an age when 
we loved nature: we spoke to 
it as though it had a soul. I 
find myself adrift in a new 
age but not a part of it."

DUNCAN —A 60-foot 
boat will leave Bird’s 
Eye Cove, near Duncan, 
next summer to start a 
voyage which could 
make her second vessel 
ever to have sailed round 
the North American 
continent. 

The craft is the Mv Na¬ 
thaniel Bowditch, owned by 
Carbon Dubbs, 59. She is 
named after Nathaniel Bow- 
ditch who lived from 1773 to 
1838 and was the author of 
American Practical Navigator 
which is still described a* 
"the Bible of the seafarers," 
It is updated regularly. 

There will be a practice run 
this year to the outer 
reaches of the Arctic Ocean 
when Dubbs and three crew 
members will round Barrow 
Point and, perhaps, go as far 
as Prudoe Bay. the latter 
gained prominence recently 
because of oil exploration* in 
the area. 

The boat will leave Bird's 
Eye Cove June 15 and will 
return about two month* 
later. With Dubbs will be 
brother-in-law William White, 
David Wharton, a former L.S.

So Worry, Gomez Fix 


So far. in this series on bedding 
plants and planting schemes for the 
front garden. I have pretty well 
confined my notes to the more common 
bedding annuals — marigolds, salvia, 
petunias and the like. 

For the gardener looking for a 
unique effect — something a bit 
different from the neighbors’ gardens — 
there is a remarkably wide choice of 
unfamiliar plants available this year. 

At one garden centre, for instance. I 
j noticed several boxes of coleus plants 
for sale. Coleus is familiar enough to 
I the home gardener as a beloved 
houseplant. but its use as an outdoor 
bedding plant has in previous years 
been pretty well confined to formal 
beds in parks and public gardens. 

Coleus is a foliage plant. Its flowers 
are insignificant and usually picked off 
as they form. In its moat common 
houseplant form, the velvety leaves 
display many glowing colors arranged 
in patterns rather like those in an 
expensive oriental rug; different colors 
all in the one leaf. 

! When grown from seed, no two 
coleus plants are exactly alike, varying 
both in the overall color effect and in 
the detailed color pattern on the leaves. 


and as I have pointed out earlier in this 
series, such a mish-mash of different 
colors wouldn't ordinarily make a very 
eye-catching effect in a flower bed. 

To overcome this disadvantage 
seedsmen have succeeded in isolating 
different strains of coleus seeds so it is 
now possible to buy a quantity of coleus 
plants which will give an overall bright 
red effect in a bed, or predominantly 
greeny gold, or copper shades, or deep 
plum color. 

Incidentally, because coleus is a 
foliage plant and is not required to 
bloom, this is one of the very few 
bedding plants capable of putting up a 
good show of color in a shaded bed. 

Another interesting and unusual 
plant being offered this year is 
Centauna cineraria, probably better 
known under its common nickname, 
Dusty Miller. « 

This is a very striking foliage plant 
with deeply lobd or finely cut woolly 
leaves in a shimmering silvery white. 
Dusty Miller comes in several different 
strains and sizes. It ranges from a 6- 
incb dwarf plant often used in carpet 
bedding up to an 18-inch giant more 
commonly employed as an "accent" or 
"dot" plant to relieve the flatness in a 
bed of low-growing annuals. 


Another fine accent plant is the 
Qracaena, correctly pronounced dra-kay- 
na but more commonly called dra-see- 
na. This one looks like a miniature 
palm tree, with narrow, swordshaped 
leaves arranged In a flat plane, like a 
fan. and standing about 18 inches tail. 

The ones I saw were potted 
individually and sold for $1.50 each. 

In addition to its use as a dot plant 
to provide interest and contrast in a bed 
at dwarf annuals. Dracaena is an 
almost ideal plant for tubs or urns 
standing on either side of the front 
steps. 

Centre a Dracaena in each urn, then 
plant around this palm-like plant with a 
few geraniums and perhaps a bit nf 
trailing lobelia to dangle over the edge, 
and you get a somewhat tropical effect, 
rather like what you might expect to 
find flanking the steps of a villa on the 
Riviera. 

One accent or dot plant I didn’t see 
in the stores was Zea japonic®. an 
ornamental com plant about four feet 
tall with attractive silver variegated 
leaves. This handsome plant is used 
occasionally in parks and public gar¬ 
dens, but I have never seen it offered 
for sale to the general public. 


Foliage Plants 


Our Mexican house is 
splendid. It honors the skill, 
dignity and charm of the 
artisans who built it. 

Inevitably, though, as with 
any new house, it has its 
peculiar imperfections; some 
our fault, some perhaps the 
fault of Gomez the builder, 
some God’s. 

We weren't alone in it half 
an hour before they began to 
reveal themselves.

I personally discovered that 
the toilet, which worked so 
beautifully, seemed to be 
connected to the hot water. In 
all my experience with 
plumbing, the world over, I 
had never encountered so 
astonishing an eccentricity. 

I made a note to ask Gomez 
about it, if only to satisfy my 
curiosity. 

Then, when my wife began 
to wash our first mess of 
dishes, she discovered yet 
another hydrothermal quirk. 

"They've got the water 


backwards in the sink," she 
said. "The hot tap’s cold and 
the cold's hot." 

Fortunately Gomez came 
by in his pickup in the 
morning to check things out. 
He had his shadow, the 
fisherman's boy Alberto, and 
his four dogs. Hie dogs go 
everywhere with Gomez, 
trailing his truck, or running 
out ahead, loping off on 
sorties this way and that like 
scouts. 

"Buenos dias," said Gomez. 
"Is everything all right in 
your mansion this morning?" 

I told him about the hot 
water in the toilet. 

* * * 

"I guess it's harmless," I 
said, "but It is quite 
unusual." 

Gomez grinned. ‘I gonna 
explain that. Jack," he said. 

He had laid several hundred 
feet of plastic pipe down over 
the hill to our house from his 
reservoir. He had left the 
trench unfilled temporarily, 


so if any leaks developed he 
could find and fix them. 

"So the sun,” he said, “in 
the daytime she shine on your 
pipe and make your water 
hot." 

"I see," I said. "We've got 
solar heating in the toilet. 
Fantastic.” 

My wife told him about the 
taps over the sink. 

* * * 

"Don't worry." Gomez said. 
“I’m gonna fix that." 

He spoke Spanish to Berto 
and the boy ran out to the 
truck and came back with 
some wrenches. We busied 
ourselves elsewhere while 
Gomez worked at the sink. He 
was find shed in no time. 

“It’s okay now," he said. 
“You try 'em." 

My wife turned on the tap 
to her left and held a hand 
under the stream. 

“It's still cold,” she said. 

“Sure,” said Gomez "It's 
suppose to be cold. See?" 


He pointed to the letters on 
the handles. The C for cold 
was on the left. He had 
reversed the handles. 

So now the cold water 
comes out of the hot water 
tap, but It’s actually the cold 
water tap, and vice versa. 
Anyway, it’s academic. In the 
heat of the day, with the sun 
on the pipe, they're both hot. 

We also told Gomez about 
the refrigerator, an old gas 
type he had scrounged lor us, 
since we have no electricity. 

A * * 

“It's freezing everything," I 
said. "Look.” I showed him a 
dish of olives that had an icy 
crust. 

Gomez looked at the con¬ 
trols. "You gotta put 'em on 
medium," he said. 

“We've already got 'em on 
least cold,” I pointed out. 

"Put 'em on medium. She 
be okay.” 

We put 'em on medium. 

Medium is 
warmer than least cold. 


seem to have too little funds 
to pay adequate wages to 
such workers as mailmen and 
controllers.

Good mass transportation is 
what we desperately need, not 
encouragement o f greater 
automobile traffic. 

Likewise, a government's 
priority of values is upside 
down when it wants to spend 
more than twice as much on 
highways as it does to combat 
pollution, which is caused by 
cars as much as anything.

G o v e r nmenta] agencies 
seem to find all the money 
they need tor things, but 
never enough for people. 
Plenty for developing the 
physical facilities ( even when 
the public is indifferent to 
them I, but only a meagre 
amount for those who per¬ 
form necessary services at 
ridiculous wages. 

This Is why these people 
strike and call in sick — and 
will continue to do so. in¬ 
creasingly. until we respond 
to their need.

Quebec Students Win 
Cheap Fares to France 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
federal government has 
authorized Air Canada to 
institute a cut-rate student 
fare deal between Quebec and 
France as part of a cultural 
exchange program, an Air 
Canada spokesman said 
Thursday.

B.C. Hydro’s Power Shows 


Hair Tearing Starts at Section 18 


By BILL THOMAS 

B.C. Hydro, the province s 
utility giant, is among the 
largest businesses in British 
Columbia and gets its full 
share of public criticism. 

There is no reason for 
•un»riae at anything Hydro 
does, for it is all spelled out 
right down to the fine print in 
an act entitled British Co¬ 
lumbia Hydro and Power 
Authority Act. 1964 

The ordinary citizen isn't 
much interested in the fact 
that "generation" means pro¬ 
duction by hydraulic, elec¬ 
trical, steam, internal- 
combastion engine, gas, oil or 
by any other process. The 
public does not really become 
involved practically or emo¬ 
tionally until Section 18 of the 
act. which is where the 
controversial topic of expro¬ 
priation starts. 

Permission Sought 

The facts are simply that 
Hydro is in exactly the same 
position as any other senior 
government body when it 
wants to expropriate a piece 
of property. 

First. Hydro can only take 
over a property when it is in 
what it deems the public 
interest. There is no right of 


appeal over the actual act of 
expropriation 

Hydro obtains permission 
through the lieutenant- 
governor in council, or the 
provincial cabinet, to exercise 
its expropriation powers 
under the act. Where the 
expropriattou involve* land, a 
plan and description certified 
correct by a B.C. land 
surveyor and signed by a 
chairman and secretary of 
the Hydro authority, is filed 
with the local land registry. 

Hydro then tells the owner 
that it intends to expropriate 
the land and says it is ready 
.to pay compensation. This 
is often where the battle 
starts. 

There is no appeal and no 
channel of appeal against 
expropriation. If an indi¬ 
vidual's house is in the way of 
a Hydro project, it has to go. 

Appeal Allowed 

The matter of compensation 
is open to negotiation. If 
Hydro and the owner can't 
come to terms, the cabinet 
may appoint one person or a 
board of three to arrive al an 
evaluation 

If either the owner or 
Hydro is dissatisfied with the 
compensation rate arrived at 
by the appointed valuators, 
they may appeal, and either 


party is allowed to state what 
it feel* is adequate compensa¬ 
tion. 

At this point, the cabinet 
may appoint a judge to hear 
the appeal. Once this hap¬ 
pens, the rules of the B.C. 
Supreme Court come into 
play in the hearing of wit¬ 
nesses and the production of 
documents. If the individual 
doesn't like what the judge 
has to say, the matter may 
then be taken to the Court of 
Appeal. 

When a majority of the 
Court of Appeal is of opinion 
to allow the appeal but fails 
to agree upon the amount of 
compensation, the compensa¬ 
tion shall be of the average of 


Race Prejudice 
Grows in U.K . 

LONDON (API - Race 
prejudice is growing in 
Britain, the Race Relations 
Institute said Thursday. A 
revised survey showed 21 per 
cent of white Britons are 
prejudiced outright against 
the country’s colored immi¬ 
grants and 38 per cent are 
mildly prejudiced. Last July 
the 38 per cent described 
Thursday as mildly pre¬ 
judiced were listed as dis¬ 
posed to tolerance. 


the amounts determined upon 
by the members of the court 
comprising the majority. 

Thus Hydro is obliged to act 
in much the same way as 
Victoria did in expropriating 
property for the Rose- 
Blanshard development. 

Problem Base 

The problems arising re¬ 
cently in Saanich over loca¬ 
tion of Hydro facilities stem 
from a provision in the Power 
Measures Act of 1964, Section 
10 . 

This means that Hydro is 
not obliged to pay any 
attention to local zoning regu¬ 
lations, building regulations 
or any municipal bylaws. 

As Hydro's Vancouver is¬ 
land regional manager, A J 
Mac donald, explained re¬ 
cently, Hydro has these wide 
powers but rarely uses them 
except in close cooperation 
with municipalities. 

He concedes that if Hydro 
owned a plot of land in in the 
middle of an exclusive resi¬ 
dential district and wanted to 
put up a massive tower and 
paint it pink, there was really 
nothing the residents or the 
municipality could do about 
it. 

Section 10 exempts Hydro 
from the Public Utilities Act. 
The Companies Act. the 


Motor Carrier Act. some 
sections of the Motor Vehicle 
Act, the Securities Act. the 
Municipal Act, the Vancouver 
Charter, the Taxation Act and 
sections of the Drainage. 
Dyking, and Development 
Act. 

On the other hand, Mac¬ 
donald explained that Hydo's 
basic function is to serve the 
public in as efficient a 
manner a s possible, and 
therefore h 1 s organization 
works as closely as possible 
with all municipal authorities. 

Hydro's legal department 
explained that when any 
individual or company signs 
up for service, it agrees to 
abide by the rules and tariffs 
set up by the corporation, and 
these include rights of access. 

If service is to be con¬ 
tinued, then the meter reader 
must have access to a home 
or apartment. In some cases, 
individuals leave a key with 
Hydro. In some apartments 
all meters are in the base¬ 
ment and access to individual 
suites isn't necessary 

Potters Witte 

In some blocks and con¬ 
verted housed, meters are In 
individual suites, and then 
caretakers admit meter read¬ 
ers with pass keys 

The wide powers possessed 
by Hydro are very much the 


same as those enjoyed for 
years by the B.C. Electric . 
Company before it was taken 
over by the province. 

Hydro's legal offices say 
that less than 5 per cent of all 
land acquired by the utility 
has been taken by expropria¬ 
tion. In almost all cases a 
compromise has been 
reached. 

If the utility company is 
unable to come to a com¬ 
promise with a municipality 
over the location of a Hydro 
facility. Hydro can exercise 
its powers and ignore the 
wishes of the local authority 

Decision to do this is made 
only at the top level when the 
Hydro divisional management

This is a last reaort in moat 
cases, according to Hydro 
experts. In mo6t cases the 
utility checks with local plan¬ 
ning authorities on the need 
for future power supply sites 
and tries to find locations that 
are acceptable to the munici¬ 
pality concerned. 

It is only after negotiation 
fails that the matter goes to 
the executive committee. 

If Hydro seems to have 
wide and arbitrary powers it 
is, it says, because they are 
consistent with the service 
the public demands. Hydro 
officials insist that only rarely 
are these powers exercised, 
and then only when the broad 
public interest is at issue

DUNCAN —A 60-foot 
boat will leave Bird’s 
Eye Cove, near Duncan, 
next summer to start a 
voyage which could 
make her second vessel 
ever to have sailed round 
the North American 
continent. 

The craft it the Mv Na¬ 
thaniel Bowditdi, owned by 
Carbon Dubbs, 59. She is 
named after Nathaniel Bow- 


ditch who lived from 1773 to 
1838 and was the author of 
American Practical Navigator 
which is still described as 
"the Bible of the seafarers.” 
It is updated regularly. 

There will be a practice run 
this year to the outer 
reaches of the Arctic Ocean 
when Dubbe and three crew 
members will round Barrow 
Point and, perhaps, go as far 
as Prudoe Bay. the latter 
gained prominence recently 
because of oil explorations in 
the area. 


The boat will leave Bird's 
Eye Cove June 15 and will 
return about two months 
later. With Dubbs will be 
brother-in-law William White, 
David Wharton, a former U S. 
consul and keen historian, and 
Bruce Henley of England. 

Mrs. Wharton will go on 
part of the voyage and Mrs. 
Dubbs will stay behind at 
Victoria. 

This year's trip to the 
Arctic will not be the first for 
the Nathaniel Bowditch.
